Thomas Carlyle in his essay on ‘’Heroes and Hero Worship”’ emphasizes 
what he calls the aristocracy of achievement. He has little regard for an 
aristocracy of birth or wealth, but he insists that without those people who 
can see tasks worth doing, and who have the energy to perform them, no 
civilization of any account can be achieved or maintained. Your twelve 
years at school have marked you as possible members of this aristocracy of 
achievement. You have acquired the rudiments of the knowledge on which 
our western civilization is based. You have continued thus far while many of 
your fellows have dropped out, and have given some evidence that you have 
the initiative and vision to try to go farther. 


The province of Alberta where you have grown up is one of the most 
fortunate of human communities. Its natural resources, its democratic 
government and its expanding industries offer you possibilities of happy and 
prosperous living. Fifteen years ago many Albertans were migrating to the 
coast, to Eastern Canada, to the United States and even to Britain because 
there they could find better paid jobs and more satisfactory living conditions 
than they could then, in Alberta. Now-a-days Alberta’s young people can find 
profitable employment and all the amenities of a good life right at home. 


It is true that the cold war makes for confusion and uncertainty, but it 
is possible to exaggerate its importance. Confusion and uncertainty have 
been a continuous part of living during the past fifty years. To that | can 
bear witness since | have lived through these years. It is also true that 
ability and virtue do not always receive their due rewards. But | do assert 
that at no time in this century has the young man of good character and 
ability had a better chance to prove himself and to develop his talents fully, 
than has the young man of today. 


As you leave Eastwood to go adventuring into the imperfect, but most 
interesting adult world we wish you the vision to see and the strength to 
perform worthwhile tasks.
